The authorization of these 
slots and funds, together with the new SPS pay scale, should provide a 
more favorable atmosphere than existed heretofore for acquiring this 
vital talent." 


In connection with reexemining where TSD's r & d should be located, 

Mr. Helms concluded they should stay where they are since their transfer 
to Dp /R¥¥ould be no net gain to the Agency. Dr. Wheelon in the assumption 
of his new duties should satisfy himself personally on this point by 

a review of TSD personnel and programs. DD/P would welcome a discussion 
on this between ADW and senior TSD officers. 
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
